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Farmer leads calls for 
help to stop fly-tipping

FARMERS in the local area have 
asked for the public’s help to stop 
fly-tippers who are blighting the 
countryside. 

David King, a farmer in Bur- 
well, has spoken out against the 
fly-tippers after garden waste, 
personal paperwork and even as¬ 
bestos was dumped on his land 
and a nearby grass verge. 

He said: “Industry wide, this is 
a massive problem. You would 
think some areas are a council tip 
from the waste that is left there. 

“If it is dumped out on the 
verge, the council come and clear 
it up and they are brilliant. But 
these workers come out to clear it 
and they have no idea what they 
are going to face. It’s horrendous.” 

According to the National 
Farmers’ Union, waste is be¬ 
ing fly-tipped every 44 seconds 
in England. Last year in Cam¬ 
bridgeshire alone, £300,000 was 
spent clearing up the mess left by 
fly-tippers. Now, David is asking 
the public for help. He said: “If 
you see people fly-tipping try to 
get a registration number. 

“If people have work done in 
their house it’s incumbant for

them that they pick someone 
who has the right certificate to 
take the waste away 

“If that waste is tracked to them 
they will be held responsible. It’s 
a very high and even unlimited 
fine and possibly imprisonment 
for fly-tipping. I don’t think peo¬ 
ple realise that if they do dump 
stuff they could end up in prison, 
all for not paying the few quid to 
take it to the tip.” 

The NFU is running a cam¬ 
paign, Love your Countryside, 
which aims to end to fly-tipping. 

Deputy President Minette Bat¬ 
ters said: “Fly-tipping on private 
land remains a significant prob¬ 
lem for farmers and landowners 
who are left frustrated when they, 
the victims of a crime, are left to 
clear up dumped waste and then 


made to pay to dispose of it. 

“This waste is not only un¬ 
sightly, it is a danger to human 
health, livestock and wildlife and 
in some cases can pollute water¬ 
courses and contaminate land.” 

David added: “We have got 
a beautiful part of the world 
around here and it’s a shame to 
ruin that with dumped rubbish.” 

A spokesman for Forest Heath 
District Council said the num¬ 
ber of fly-tipping incidents was 
higher in the last 12 months than 
in the previous, but was still the 
second lowest level recorded in 
recent years. 

“Over the last 12 months there 
have been 284 reported incidents 
of fly tipping in Forest Heath, 
which has cost approximately 
£12,878 to remove,” he said.

Tributes paid to 
Julian Wilson 


FORMER BBC Racing pre¬ 
senter Julian Wilson has died 
aged 73 after a long battle 
with prostate cancer. 

Julian Wilson, who lived 
in Burrough Green, was a 
racing correspondent for 
the BBC from 1966 until he 
retired in 1997, after being 
introduced to horseracing 
by an aunt when he was just 
nine. 

He was first diagnosed 
with prostate cancer 12 years 
ago, but the illness returned 
last year. 

During his time as cor¬ 
respondent, Julian covered 
many major festivals and be¬ 
came a well known figure on

television. 

His coverage included the 
Grand National and Red 
Rum’s three famous wins in 
the 1970s. 

He also owned several 
horses himself and was rac¬ 
ing manager for the late Sir 
Clement Freud. His great¬ 
est successes were Tykeyvor, 
who won the Bessborough 
Stakes at Royal Ascot in 1996 
and Tumbledownwind who 
won the 1977 Gimcrack. 

Many people have paid 
tribute to Julian after his 
death on Sunday. 

Derek Thompson, racing 


presenter from Newmarket, 
said: “So sad to hear of the 
death of former BBC rac¬ 
ing presenter Julian Wilson. 
He was a top presenter and 
a lovely man. Great memo¬ 
ries!” 

Sports presenter Clare 
Balding tweeted: “Very sad 
news. I owe Julian Wilson my 
first break in TV and will for¬ 
ever be grateful.” 

Racing correspondent 
Cornelius Lysaght told the 
BBC: “Julian Wilson was an 
individual who was happy 
not to be everyone’s cup of 
tea, but to me he was unfail¬ 
ingly helpful and encourag¬ 
ing.”

One year on, restored mill 
gets a grand reopening

AN HISTORIC mill in Bur- 
well was given a grand reo¬ 
pening at the weekend after 
a year-long project to restore 
it to its former glory. 

Stevens’ Mill in Burwell 
has ungergone a £420,000 
Fresh Wind in Our Sails 
project thanks to a grant by 
the Heritage Lottery Fund, 
which saw the four storey 
mill restored to working or¬ 
der. 

Work was carried out to 
improve the aluminium cap 
of the mill, the sails were re¬ 
stored, and the mill was re¬ 
turned to working order. 

Jane Phillimore, project 
manager, said: “It was a won¬ 
derful and fantastic opening. 

“We had the most beauti¬ 
ful weather and 400 people 
came along to see us open it 
on the day. 

“It was just great.” 

MP Sir Jim Paice did the 
honours of cutting the rib¬ 
bon around the mill while 
speeches were led by Paul 
Hawes, chair of trustees. 

Burwell Museum will now 
be using the Grade II listed 
windmill to integrate it into 
displays, holding tours of the 
building, using interactive 
screens and creating short 
films. 

Tours around the windmill 
began on the day, which saw 
queues snake around the 
museum until 4pm. 

A bread making demon¬ 
stration using flour made by 
the mill was also held. 

Visitors also buried a time 
capsule full of items chosen 
by children from Burwell to 
remember the grand reo¬ 
pening. 

Jane added: “Children 
from the local primary 
schools and Burwell Col¬ 
lege created drawings of the 
Queen and other drawings 


and items which we buried 
in the grounds of the mill. 

“Hopefully these will be 
dug up again in 30, 40 or 50 
years.” 

Burwell’s bakers then 
tempted visi¬ 
tors with their 
cake designs, 
all taking the 
windmill as 
inspiration. 

The small¬ 
er specta¬ 
tors also cre¬ 
ated their own 
“junk wind¬ 
mills” using 
household 
materials. 

Jane added: “It was just a 
really wonderful day for eve¬ 
ryone that came along. 

“The whole village sup-

Cross for work on March 26 
when the train was suddenly 
turned back due to cable 
problems. 

But while her sister-in-law,

Ron Wallwork MBE, a race 
walking gold medallist who 
managed the New Astley 
club in Newmarket for 30 
years, will bear the baton as 
it comes to Newmarket on 
June 9. 

After winning gold in the 
first 20-mile race walk in 
Jamaica in 1996, Ron then 
competed in another Com¬ 
monwealth Games, two 
European championships 
and four race walking World 
Cups.

Work starts on new 
affordable housing 


SIX new houses are set to be built in 
Burrough Green to provide afford¬ 
able homes for local families. 

The six new homes are being de¬ 
veloped by Sanctuary Group at a site 
which used to be used as paddock 
land opposite Sherrifs Court in Bur¬ 
rough Green as part of a £767,000 
scheme from the Homes and Com¬ 
munities Agency. 

And on Wednesday last week, rep¬ 
resentatives from East Cambridgesh¬ 
ire District Council (ECDC) and Bur¬ 
rough Green Parish Council visited 
the site as work got under way for the 
first time. 

Project manager Mark Osborn 
said: “Sherrifs Court is a small but 
significant scheme, set to provide a 
mix of six high quality family homes 
for local people to rent. 

“Each home will be built to a high

sustainability rating, good news for 
the environment and for those mov¬ 
ing in who will benefit from lower 
energy and water bills. 

“We welcome this interest in the 
scheme from local partners and look 
forward to showing them the com¬ 
pleted properties later in the year.” 

Two of the houses are being con¬ 
structed of three bedrooms while 
four are two bedrooms. Each have 
been designed to meet the code for 
sustainable homes to keep running 
costs low. 

Karen Freya, principal housing of¬ 
ficer at ECDC, said: “It is great to see 
this development progressing as East 
Cambridgeshire continues to grow. 


“It is also especially encouraging 
to see energy efficient homes be¬ 
ing built to ensure future occupants 
have low fuel costs in the years to 
come.” 

The houses will be made avail¬ 
able to people who live in Burrough 
Green or people who have a connec¬ 
tion to the village on a rental basis. 

However, when plans for these 
houses were submitted in August 
2012, some concerns were raised 
that developers would be unable to 
fill them with local people. 

Resident of Sheriffs Court, Edward 
Smith, said in a letter in September 
2012: “I moved some 60 miles to live 
here at Sheriffs Court, showing, I be¬ 
lieve, that Sanctuary Housing already 
have problems letting properties in 
Burrough Green due to its remote¬ 
ness and lack of services.” 


92 per cent of pupils 
get first choice school

A TOTAL of 92 per cent of 
Suffolk pupils got their first 
preference as primary school 
places were announced on 
Wednesday. 

Suffolk County Council

Council’s director for children 
and young people, said: “It is 
extremely good news that so 
many pupils have received an 
offer from one of their pre¬ 
ferred primary, infant, junior 
or middle schools. 

“Starting school or pro¬ 
gressing from one to another 
is an important moment for 
any child, so the more we 
can do to make the transition 
right for the student, the bet¬ 
ter.

Keren’s 26 reasons 
to go the extra mile 


A WOMAN who has gone out of her 
way to raise thousands of pounds 
for Cancer Research UK has been 
chosen as a special ambassador 
for the charity. 

Keren Goff, who runs Fordham 
Boarding Cattery, was named as a 
year-long ‘go the distance ambas¬ 
sador’ at the same time it was un¬ 
veiled as the official charity part¬ 
ner for the Virgin Money London 
Marathon 2015. 

To celebrate its special year of 
running, Cancer Research UK has 
appointed 26 inspirational am¬ 
bassadors - one to represent each 
mile of the marathon. Each am¬ 
bassador has gone through can¬ 
cer themselves or has supported a 
loved one through the disease. 

Keren, 36, will now be encourag¬ 
ing people to go their own distance 
for Cancer Research by taking up a 
running challenge this year. 

Keren is no stranger to the perils

of cancer having seen 26 friends 
and relatives affected by the dis¬ 
ease. She said: “Many people in 
my life have been affected by can¬ 
cer including members of my fam¬ 
ily and my husband’s family, as 
well as friends and clients of my 
cattery and their relatives. 

“My first recollection was of my 
grandad when I was about five. 
Then my cousin had a brain tu¬ 
mour when I was about 16 and I 
read a eulogy at her funeral. Her 
death affected me a lot, but cancer 
has always been in our family.” 

The most recent was her moth- 
er-in-law’s partner who lost his 
fight against cancer two years ago. 

Keren has completed nearly 
40 running events for Cancer Re¬ 
search, including numerous Race 
for Life events and half marathons. 

In 2011, she took part in five 


events in five weeks - two 5k and 
two 10k Race for Life’s and her first 
half marathon - while 2012 saw her 
complete an amazing 19 events to 
mark the year of the Olympics, in¬ 
cluding her first marathon. 

All in all, Keren has raised al¬ 
most £12,000, but will be setting 
herself a new challenge for 2015 of 
£4,216.50, based on the number of 
kilometres in a marathon. 

Keren missed out on this year’s 
London Marathon due to injury, 
however, she will be participating 
in the Bury Race for Life in June, 
and then both she and her hus¬ 
band, Trevor, will be taking part in 
SHINE in London in September. 

But she hopes to complete her 
hattrick of London Marathons in 
2015, when Trevor is due to make 
his debut at the 26-mile event.

Only 1.8 
per cent 
claim job 
seekers 

UNEMPLOYMENT in New¬ 
market has fallen to its low¬ 
est level since November 
2008, new figures have re¬ 
vealed. 

The number of Jobseek¬ 
er’s Allowance (JSA) claim¬ 
ants in Newmarket, the 
only measure of unemploy¬ 
ment at a local level, sat at 
1.8 per cent in March 2014. 

Since the recession be¬ 
gan in 2008, unemploy¬ 
ment was at its highest in 
September 2009 when 3.8 
per cent of people were 
claiming. 

Now, the count has fallen 
by almost half, the most re¬ 
cent data shows. 

Matthew Hancock, MP 
for West Suffolk, said: “I am 
delighted to see unemploy¬ 
ment rates falling again in 
Newmarket. Newmarket is 
a thriving town which has 
really bounced back since 
the recession with an un¬ 
employment rate of nearly 
half the national average. 

“There is still a long way 
to go with helping people 
back into work but these 
figures show we are mov¬ 
ing in the right direction 
with real pay rising, lower 
income tax and a record 
number of jobs being cre¬ 
ated. 

“There has also been a 
sharp fall in youth unem¬ 
ployment meaning our 
long term economic plan is 
creating a better future for 
everyone”. 

The claimant count in 
Newmarket is lower than 
the average rate in the UK, 
which stands at 2.9 per 
cent. 

Unemployment rate in 
the town has fallen faster 
than the national average.

New plans 
to transform 
Rowley Mile 


RACEGOERS could benefit from im¬ 
proved facilities in the summer after 
plans were unveiled for the Rowley Mile 
racecourse. 

Plans for five tented structures have 
been submitted to Forest Heath District 
Council (FHDC) to create a “sense of at¬ 
mosphere and identity” to the areas. 

Currently the stretch of 
land is descrived as “hard, 
sterile and characterless”, 
with the new structures set 
to “have an aesthetic which 
is light and dynamic”.

Tented structures will be 
erected along the boulevard towards the 
Grandstand and racecourse facilities, 
providing shelter to the areas.

Amy Starkey, regional director of Jock¬ 
ey Club racecourses, said: “We are ex¬ 
cited about the project and believe it will 
improve the customer experience.” 

The plans that have been submitted 
state they would like to get the structures 
installed to meet the 2014 Racing 
Season, which hasn’t left time 
for the public to be consult¬ 
ed. 

Instead, presentation 
boards will be displayed 
at race meetings to gain 
feedback. 

Works are scheduled 
to begin at the end of the 
spring racing season on the 
Rowley Mile when summer rac¬ 
ing season commences on The July 
Course. 

The proposals are currently pending 
consideration by councillors.

D OWN by the river in Ely, a short 
and unassuming lane runs between 
a pair of period buildings. Sand¬ 
wiched betwixt the famed Peacocks 
Tearoom (to the left) and contemporary art 
gallery Babylon (to the right), you’d be for¬ 
given for walking straight past, with not so 
much as a sideways glance. 

But a smart new brickwork path now in¬ 
vites you to turn off the beaten track and 
along the little lane. As soon as you round 
the corner, you can see what the pathway 
leads to: a striking new-build, with cylindri¬ 
cal tower, black and tan bricks and egg-yolk- 
yellow windows. 

This is the home of George and Rachel 
Peacock, owners of the aforementioned tea 
house. 

They lived alongside their ever-expanding 
business until last year, when it took over 
their Georgian home completely: in 10 years, 
it has grown from a single room and galley 
kitchen to cover the entire ground floor; up¬ 
stairs is now a chic B&B. 

“When we started I’d never baked a cake 


Pushed out of their period home by their burgeoning 
tearoom business, George and Rachel Peacock decided 
to build a new house - at the bottom of their garden.

in my life. Not even a scone. So there were 
a few tears while I learned how to do it,” 
laughs Rachel. Her skills are now renowned: 
Peacocks has won more awards than you 
can throw a crumpet at (homemade, obvi¬ 
ously) and Guardian food critic Hardeep 
Singh Kohli declared it the site of “the most 
delicious quiche I have ever tasted”. That’s 
praise. 

Before starting the tearoom, Rachel was an 
antiques dealer and George a solicitor; both 
ready for a change, and with their children 
fast flying the nest, they decided a home 
business was the answer. 

“We were driving back from dropping 



George’s middle daughter at university,” re¬ 
calls Rachel. “By the time we arrived home, 
the whole thing was planned out. 

“After 10 years, we were being pushed out 
of the house by the tearoom. Plus George had 
always wanted to build on this plot, because 
it backs right on to the river: it’s in such a 
lovely position,” continues Rachel. 

So, as with the tearoom a decade earlier, 
they followed their (some might say maver¬ 
ick) instincts and took the plunge. 

The result is, from the outside, a thor¬ 
oughly modern affair: just take those metal 
Danish windows, in their sunshine-yellow 
shade. But there are also nice nods to the ge¬ 
ography and history of the town the Peacocks 
call home. 

The brickwork is interspersed with panels 
of both local flint and carrstone, the distinc¬ 
tive orange sandstone which, known affec¬ 
tionately as ‘gingerbread’, is quarried in Snet- 
tisham and synonymous with our corner of 
the country. 

Even the runs of black engineering bricks 
channel what one planner dubbed ‘a ware¬ 
house ethic’; they’re a familiar presence in 
local work-a-day buildings (you’ll even find 
them in the old sheds out in the Peacocks’ 
garden). 

Step inside the house, though, and it’s got 
a distinctly period feel: antiques sit against 
a backdrop of William Morris wallpaper and 
classic Farrow & Ball emulsion. The contrast 
between new and old is marked, yet some¬ 
how seamless. 

“We did toy with the idea of building a 
‘new old house’; doing it in a period style,” 
admits George. “But, like everything we do, 
it evolved along the way. . . And we couldn’t 
be more pleased with the end result. 

“The main thing is that it makes the very 
most of the location: this house is all about 
the position; all about the river. We wake 
up in the morn¬ 
ing to the sound 
of blades cutting 
through the wa¬ 
ter. What could 
be lovelier?”

stretch of the Ouse. Perched on their bed¬ 
room balcony, the Peacocks have a ringside 
seat. 

George bought the land, part of an old bre- 
whouse and maltings site, ‘years and years 
and years ago’ from a friend; the extant build¬ 
ings date from the 18th century. 

The footprint of the house is roughly 
square, sitting on the riverbank next to a for¬ 
mer warehouse - now the Babylon - at the 
very bottom of what was the tearoom’s gar¬ 
den. 

There is still plenty of garden left, mind: 
along with the aged stone sheds, it accom¬ 
modates a remarkably unspoiled shepherd’s 
hut, complete with under-bed cubbyhole for 
nursing sickly lambs. Unbelievably, it was an 
eBay buy. 

Planning for the house began in 2011, per¬ 
mission granted in 2012 and building work 
completed last summer. The Peacocks collab¬ 
orated with Freeman Brear, the Ely architects, 
on the design. And it was very much a col¬ 
laboration: many of the property’s stand-out 
features were conceived by either George or 
Rachel themselves. 

The tower - which spans all three storeys 
of the house, encasing the staircase - was 
inspired by a similar edifice on Ely’s Broad 
Street, which George has long admired. Every 
window frame meets the internal walls with 
a smooth curve, rather than a right-angled 
corner; another ingenious move by George, 
designed to funnel in more daylight - also 
the reason behind the multi-aspect windows 
in the master bedroom. 

“One thing we really couldn’t decide on 
was the location of the bathroom: I think it 
was planned into every corner of the first 
floor at different times,” muses George. “Hon¬ 
estly, I think we were a nightmare for the ar¬ 
chitects. An absolute nightmare. I’m just glad 
we didn’t have the Grand Designs team look¬ 
ing over our shoulders with a camera . . . 

“But you want to get it right. And you want 
to put something of yourself into the house; 
to give it character. That’s part of the pleasure 
of building a house from scratch: you can re¬ 
ally make it your own.” 

Constructed by Salmons Bros, another Ely 
firm (which, rather sweetly, started life in one 
of the sheds in this very garden), the new- 
build has character aplenty. 

Reclaimed objects - like a pair of aged oak 
pillars, and the carved lions which were 
probably pew ends in their day - have been 
built into the fabric of the house, plus it’s 
been decorated with George and Rachel’s sig¬ 
nature aplomb. 

The ground floor avoids that cold and 
echoey feeling which so often comes hand- 
in-glove with an open-plan layout, thanks to 
warm colours (the aubergine kitchen cabi- 


More great features in April's edition

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nets, the red fridge, the russet-striped sofa), 
plentiful patterns (the sitting room area is 
papered in William Morris’s Willow) and a 
joyfully eclectic array of furniture (a worn 
and wonky butcher’s block, a 1960s Covent 
Garden market trolley, a leggy Tudor cabi¬ 
net which Rachel’s mother - while a dancer 
with the esteemed Ballet Rambert - bought 
on tour and transported home in the scenery 
skip). 

George and Rachel’s shared sense of fun 
pervades the whole place. In other less-in¬ 
teresting houses, the downstairs-loo-come- 
utility-room would likely be emulsioned in 
Magnolia and otherwise ignored; chez Pea¬ 
cock, it’s decorated on a theatrical theme - 
the walls are covered in Fornasetti’s Teatro 
paper, and the appliances are curtained off 
with swathes of red velvet. Doing the laun¬ 
dry has never looked so good. 

Up the wooden hill to the first floor and 
the master bedroom and bathroom are equal¬ 
ly full of charm and surprises. 

“We went to see the film Quartet and I 
loved Maggie Smith’s bed, so I scoured the 
internet until I found one like it,” says Ra¬ 
chel, who unearths most of her antique gems 
at markets and online. 

The centrepiece of the bathroom, which is 
papered with a deep green ivy print, is a roll¬ 
top bath - enamelled in the same eggy shade 
as the windows. “We’d had it forever and it 
needed re-enamelling,” explains George. 

“We asked if they could do anything other 
than white - we both like yellow, as you’ve 
probably guessed. The people who did it 
were worried it was so bright, and offered to 
redo it in white free of charge if we didn’t 


like it. But we do . . 

The top floor of the house contains guest 
accommodation, including the prettiest bed¬ 
room and a bathroom with a skylight view of 
the cathedral. If you want the full panorama, 
you can shimmy up a pull-down staircase 
and out onto a flat roof. 

As part of the planning application, 
George, in his own inimitable style, penned 
a ditty: a riff on the classic nursery rhyme, 
it was titled This is the house that George 
wants’. 

Securing permission for the new-build 
was far from hurdle-free, and, being right 
on the river, setting the foundations in the 
claggy clay took two months alone; the build 
was complete within nine months. 

“Because we were living just next door, we 
popped in every day to see how things were 
coming along,” remembers Rachel. 

“The builders were lovely and didn’t mind 
us sticking our heads in, thank goodness. 
There was one day when I walked into the 
ground floor and thought ‘Oh no! What have 
we done!’ - it just seemed so cold and empty. 

“But the minute we moved in - and moved 
our things in - it felt like home. One of my 
favourite spots is the butcher’s block: I like 
to sit there with a cup of coffee, right in the 
middle of everything, and take it in.” 

“But it’s like George says: this house is 
really all about the position,” Rachel con¬ 
cludes. 

“Waking to the sight of the sun rising over 
the river - that’s really something special.”

LET the warmth of spring warm 
up your gardening ideas too, says 
Julia Gray 

After a wet and windy winter, 
the lovely spring most of us are 
enjoying is a very welcome sight - 
one that’d be even more welcome, 
if you could enjoy it by sitting out¬ 
side in a bright, light and newly 
transformed outdoor space. 

Bare brick walls in a courtyard 
garden, for example, can look 
drab and boring, but a layer of 
paint will transform them in no 
time. Sandtex’s Feature Wall range 
of masonry paint includes some 
pretty vibrant colours, but if youd 
rather let the plants do the talking, 
one of the colours, Evening Shad¬ 
ow, is a sophisticated dark grey. At 
the very least, if you can’t decide 
on a colour, painting courtyard 
walls white will make a big differ¬ 
ence - they’ll be lighter, brighter 
and cheerier. 

Dilapidated fences really let an 
otherwise smart garden down, 
so make the effort to repair or re¬ 
place broken ones. If you have to 
start from scratch, fence panels are 
the quickest option because each 
panel covers a large area, but close- 
board fencing (also called feather- 


board or featheredge), where the 
fence is built up board by board, is 
more durable and bespoke. 

Finish off your fence with gar¬ 
den wood paint - it’s more attrac¬ 
tive, and unique, than the simple 
brown wood stain. If you also 
have a wooden garden shed, be 
creative and paint it and the fence 
in coordinating colours, either 
something subtle and subdued, 
or (if you’re feeling brave) bold 
and bright. 

If only a hedge will do, opt for 
shrubs that grow quickly, such as 
the notoriously vigorous leylandis, 
or try ready-made hedges, which 
are much more expensive but 
provide instant impact. Hedges 
are better windbreaks than a solid 
barrier, although not as secure for 
children and pets. Hedges also 
filter noise from roads and neigh¬ 
bours, provide natural beauty, en¬ 
courage wildlife, and tend to be 
longer-lasting and more weather 
resistant than fences. 

Of course, a garden isn’t much 
good without an entertaining 
area. For an inexpensive and 
quick fix, use gravel, pebbles or 
slate chips to cover unsightly con¬ 
crete or paving. Tiles are a more 


attractive, practical and perma¬ 
nent solution (some floor tiles are 
suitable for exterior use, including 
slate and frost-resistant ceramic 
ones), but getting the ground level 
enough can be tricky. You’ll need 
to prepare it well and build up the 
adhesive so all the tiles are level, 
otherwise they could easily crack. 

Good old-fashioned paving 
slabs provide a more traditional 
look; bog-standard slabs are a 
budget choice, while stone and 
concrete imitations of stone are 
nicer but cost more. To add inter¬ 
est to your patio, combine differ¬ 
ent-sized slabs or tiles, or incor¬ 
porate patterns like circles, which 
are available as kits. 

Decking is warmer underfoot 
than paving and can be stained 
a chosen colour, as a contempo¬ 
rary alternative to a wood shade 
- non-slip decking stains are most 
practical. Decking is good for hid¬ 
ing eyesores like concrete and, 
if raised, can be used to level an 
impractical sloping or uneven gar¬ 
den. The big DIY chains have lots 
of outdoor offers at the moment - 
B&Q, for example, has 20 per cent 
off decking and paving - so it’s a 
good time to buy. 


For many of us, of course, a gar¬ 
den wouldn’t be a garden without 
a lawn, but grass isn’t the easiest 
thing to keep looking good. For 
repair and replacement, use grass 
seed or turf. Turf provides an in¬ 
stant lawn, but it needs to be laid 
(ideally in autumn, or spring) as 
soon as you get it, and it’s more 
expensive than seed. Make sure 
you buy good quality turf raised 
from seed (rather than meadow 
turf) from a reputable supplier, 
and remember to order at least 5 
per cent more than you need. 

Grass seed (best sown from late 
summer to mid autumn, or in mid 
spring) usually takes a couple of 
months to establish (it can’t be 
walked on during this time) and 
is more vulnerable to the weather 
and birds than turf. For the best 
results, sow 10 per cent more than 
is recommended and choose a 
type of seed suitable for your gar¬ 
den and lifestyle - families with 
kids or pets, for example, need 
hard-wearing varieties. 

New grass seed and turf require 
plenty of water at this time of year 
-well, unless, of course, the end of 
April finally lives up to its reputa¬ 
tion for showers.

ITS almost exactly a year since Cambridge Junction- 
based performance company, 30 Bird, staged Domestic 
Labour - A Study In Love at the venue’s SAMPLED 
Festival. 

Unfinished and still in development at the time, this 
week the team - who put on brilliantly unique pieces 
of drama, art, dance and film, and support young, 
innovative talent while they're at it - return with the 
complete article. 

Investing in a scrapyard's worth of household 
appliances (bicycles, hoovers and whisks) for props, 
the piece has been imagined by visual artist Chris 
Dobrowolski, and written by Mehrdad Seyf. 

And it's basically a love story; touching on war, 
bicycles and, urn, the withdrawal method, questioning 
feminism and equality as it goes. 

Moments from European and Iranian history (East 
meets West) meld with a husband and wife wrangling 
over who's going to do the washing up. 

The original inspiration for the piece came from Susan 
B Anthony, the American Civil Rights leader, who, 
in 1896 said: "I think [the bicycle] has done more to 
emancipate women than any one thing in the world... 

It gives her a feeling of self-reliance and independence 
the moment she takes her seat; and away she goes, the 
picture of untrammelled womanhood.” 

It sounds a bit heavy going but in fact promises 
surrealism, fun and bizarre 'kinetic installations' - put 
simply: dancing wheels, hoover scooters, and military 
kit made from whisks. The idea is these ordinary 
domestic objects will be transformed into mechanical 
artworks. 

There will be a post-show talk with writer Seyf and Dr 
Lucy Delap of King's College London whose research 
helped inspire the show.

There's a Fox 
in the garden 


At the end of a hard day’s filming, Silent Witness star 
Emilia Fox likes nothing better than to venture into 
her oasis of calm, with its walls of lavender, pretty 
clematis and fragrant roses. 

The south-facing garden, which complements 
her elegant Victorian home in west London, was 
lovingly created with the help 
of her garden designer pal, Sue 
Gernaey. Emilia says that if she 
could change her own career, 
she would become a gardener. 

"I'm constantly begging if 
I can come and work for her 
(Sue), so I can give everything 
up and become a gardener," 
says Emilia, the daughter of 
actors Joanna David and Edward 
Fox. 

The garden has been a labour 
of love for the 39-year-old 
actress, who is the face of B&Q's 
new campaign to replace all polystyrene packaging 
in its range of bedding plants and use non-peat 
compost. 

"When I first moved in, the garden was full of 
rocks and stones and lots of odd protruding wood, 
but it had a lovely, huge bay tree and I'd always 
dreamed of having my own proper English country 
cottage garden. I've always found cottage gardens 


very romantic and I'm probably a bit of an old 
romantic. 

"So, we took the whole thing out and started from 
scratch. It's the most rewarding thing I've ever done. 

"I'm a trial-and-error gardener so I always knew 
that the best thing to do would be to put in the 

things that would come up each 
year. Sue laughed at me because 
when it came to bulb planting 
time she asked how many I 
wanted to order and I just said, 
cram it full, and they're all coming 
up now - all the tulips. It's like a 
floral revolution out there. There 
are pinks, whites, and almost 
black tulips." 

These include T. 'Mondial', 
'Angelique', 'Queen of Night', 
'Spring Green', 'Burgundy' and 
'Albion Star'. She also has plenty 
of muscari and Allium 'Purple 

Sensation'. 

"I also wanted there to be a lot of roses because 
when I moved in I was having my little girl, who is 
called Rose. So, where you sit outside to eat, there 
are a lot of roses. There's also a wall of lavender by 
the table, leading on to a traditional lawn which 
is curved at the top and then surrounded by beds 
of roses, clematis and herbs, passion flowers and

myrtle, all the things that make it smell delicious in 
summer. 

"My favourite plant is the Natasha Richardson 
rose, a beautiful light pink rose with an old- 
fashioned scent. My sister got it for me in memory 
of Natasha [who died in a skiing accident in 2009] 
and it's just outside the back door underneath the 
lavender wall." 

Emilia also wanted to try and replicate some of the 
sensory elements of gardens she'd experienced when 
living in the US. 

"When I lived in Los Angeles, everywhere you 
went there were delicious smells at night. I knew 
I couldn't recreate the same thing but I wanted a 
similar feeling of every sense being stimulated when 
you go out into the garden.” 

This clear passion for gardening comes from her 
mother, she explains. 

"My mum has incredibly green fingers. My 


childhood memories are of hyacinths and 
paperwhites up the stairs, while the table was always 
full of wild flowers and sweet peas. Now, I buy a 
ridiculous amount of flowers and put them outside 
as well, so what you look out to at the moment is 
lots of beautiful burgundy ranunculas and tulips and 
tuberosas in those old-fashioned enamel jugs. 

"I've always felt that wherever you go, if you've 
got flowers it will feel like home." 

Despite a busy acting career, Emilia tries to spend 
as much "therapeutic" time in the garden as she 
can. 

"It's probably one of the most rewarding things, 
because you get to see the results." 

She is supporting the B&Q Teabag Technologys in 
those old-fashioned enamel jugs. 

"It's key that we care about the environment as 
much as we care about how beautiful our gardens 
are," she urges.

HENRY James started the 
new Gibbs Denley East 
Anglian Premier League on 
fire with a cracking 158 for 
Burwell against Cambridge 
Granta.

The bowler struck again 
not long after as he bowled 
Michael Pepper to leave 
Burwell on 19 for 2, but then 
James came to the fore as he 
helped the home side build 
a strong platform. 

He and Peter Richer (20) 
steadied things with a 33- 
run stand, before partner¬ 
ships worth 55 and 71 with 
Saad Waqas (26) and Milan 
Mniszko (20) got the score- 
board ticking over at a good 
pace. 

A boundary brought up 
James’ century, before a 
lengthy search was required 


to find the ball as he struck 
a big maximum to pass his 
150. 

And, after he registered 
another good partnership, 
this one worth 78 with his 
captain Jones (27), his in¬ 
nings finally came to an end 
with 158 runs from 171 balls 
to his name when Chris 
Pepper trapped him lbw. 

Burwell closed on 289 for 
7 from their full allocation 
of 64 overs, with Singh being 
the most successful bowler 
with figures of 3 for 44. 

It meant Granta needed 
290 to win from a mini¬ 
mum of 56 overs, and 
the opening efforts of 
Dougie Rice and Atkinson 
kept them not far short of 
the required 5.17 run rate. 

Rice took the applause 
when he thought he had 
reached his half-century 
just before tea, but it turned 
out he was on 49 and he 
was immediately given out 
caught at slip by Jones off 
the bowling of Khalid. 

The batsman was not best 
pleased with the decision, 
to say the least, and his de¬ 
parture meant Granta got to 
tea on 93 for 1 from 21 overs. 

Atkinson, despite being 
left rolling around in agony 
after whacking a toe which 
he broke in Australia over 
the winter and having bat 
trouble, continued to pro¬ 
duce a good knock worth 79. 

That effort included put¬ 
ting on 56 with former Bur¬ 
well man Vibhor Yadav, who 
produced some nice wristy 
flicks as he hit 34 off 45 balls. 

Chris Pepper added a 
quick 24, but Khalid (5 for 
55) got a grip of things to 
oust him, Akbar Ansari (32), 
Josh Hunter-Jordan and 
David Brown as Granta 
closed on 270 for 8.

he will come on a lot for the run. 

And at a media event at the 
Wiltshire stable yesterday morning, 
Hannon confirmed that Toormore 
will be joined by Shifting Power, 
the winner by a head of the CSP 
European Free Handicap on the 
first day of the Craven Meeting, 
and Night Of Thunder, who was 
beaten by 2000 Guineas ante- 
post favourite Kingman in the 
Greenham Stakes, in the first 
British Classic of the season.
